ed {everal of them for their goods, 'and that it was to be feared 
that che City of Cetanzs it ſelf might run ſome danger from the 
reat numbers of them which were about the Country, and from, 
thence took” their ogportaniries to ger into the Townz wheres, 
upvt! conſttieation being had for- the prevention of farther mi(l- 
che from theni, the Commander of the Caftle was ordered 
with's confiderable number of ' Horſe and party of Spaniards to ſe- 
care the Conntry and City agzinft thoſe Robbers, who immedi-. 
atly ſent ont ſeveral parties with his Provoſt Marſhal, with order 
coftizeon all fiiſpeRed perſors, and ſuch as were not able to give 
a þvod'xcegurit of themſelves |- and'for ſuch as were taken in-the, 
fa& robbing, to execute them by martial !aw, without any farther.

The City of Meſjaa allo, and ſeveral other Cities informed of 
this extraordinary calamity, ſenthither large ſupplies of provift- 
0:15,offering their beſt affiſtance to this place in caſe of extremity. 

All the Elements ſeemed at this time to make war againſt us, 
and to conſpire together for the puniſhment of the Inhabitants, 
the Air was continually darkned with clouds-and ſmoak agitated 
by great and violent winds, and oftencimes ſhowred down great. 
Rains, inſomuch as the Sun from the beginning of theſe erupti- 
ons very ſeldomappeared to us, and when it did (with extraor- 
dinary Ppalene!s,) for a little time only, and Fa ic wete abborring 
ſodreadful a ſpeacle) ſoon hid its face agaih under a. thick cloud. 

The Sea ran much higher than ic was wont to do, and by its 
extraordinary roaring, and in ſome places over-flowing its banks, 
added not a little co our conſternation ; the Land every where 
inveſted with Thieves, inſomuch, that cill by the extraordinary 
care taken by the magiſtrates and officers ſeveral execations was 
done upon ſuch as were apprehended. in the fa&, no perſon was 
able to fir abroad. wichoutdanger of his life , whilft the fire by 

this prodigious over-flowing of the. mountain threatned to take 
poſſeſſion of them all. |

ry, occaſions, 3!] which time the mountain .ceaſed 'not as * before 
with exceſſive roaring to throw up its ſmoak and flames with 
extraordinary violence, a1d abundance of great ſtones which were 
carried through the Air, ſome of them falling within their view, 
though at ten miles diſtance from the eruption, che aſhes which 
proceeded from thence were ſcattered in great abundance, aſwel} 
on-this City as on. the Country adjacent,every where iti. the Fields 
with Cinders, and the heat of the ſaid Aſhes deſtroyed the graſs, 
which obliged the peoplero drive away their Cattle to a farther 
diſtance, whieh would otherwiſe have periſhed for want of food. 

. Theſe fireams of ruine daily crept nearer and nearer to this 


. City, but bv uneven and irregular motious, accarding as it © was 


more or leſs ſupplied from its foundation; But, on” Wedneſday 
the 20th we perceived that that branch of it which ſeemedmoſt 
to threaten this City from S'. Giovanni de Galermo was wholly 
extinguiſhe, and that which bent its courſe towards Myſterbianco 
ran but ſlowly, and gave us fome hopes that its fuiry was alſo neair 
ſpent ; but che other torrent which had before” over-thrown Mo- 
fterbiazco continued its motion with as nuich violence as ever, be- 
ing in breadth above a muſquer-ſhot over, but in probability 
could not eaſily over-tlow to the Weſt-wards, which was defend'-

ordinarily very ſlowly, unleſs where it was provoked by ' the ad-

A laterRelation from Catavie bearing date the 2pth of 
April, gives us this farther accompt, viz. 


- The dreadful] Inundation from mozte-Gibells having deftroyed 
many Caftlesand Towns : with an infi.i-elofſs and utter rume to 
the Inhabirancs, arrived lately with a renewed force at Mſterbianco, 
which it has wholly ruin'd, from thence paſſing unto Albandlk in 
4dayes ſpace deſtroyedall the Gardens and Vineyards, with ſixty 
three thouſand Vines?
